I wish to refer you to your file No. 114-0-5 regarding? 
the condition of the wall on the east side of qu'Appelle Indian 
Residential School at Lebret. 


I have cont#acted Smith Bros. and Wilson, Limited, 
Generel Contractors, and have today received e reply from them. 
They state thet on November 8th they visited and examined the brick 
work and cracks in this buildine and they believe the cracks were 
caused by water seeping in the joints of the stone belt course, which 
freezes then and thaws again, thus forcing the stone and brick work 
to move. This, they go on to say, happens on buildings where the 
mortar joints in the stone or brick work become faulty and are not 
repaired. Their advice is to examine mortar joints every few years 
in & cold climate such as in Saskatchewan, and wherever any signs of 
depreciation are shown the holes should be patched with caulking 
compound or mortar to prevent water seepage. 


With particular reference to this building Smith Bros. 
and Wilson further state that the movement of stone and brick has not 
yet reached a danger point as there is still a z000 deal of bearing 
left for the stone, and in their opinion there is no danger of any 
brick falling at the present time. They think it is too lete in the 
year to do any permanent repair work to the brick and the matter of 
repairs should be postponed until Spring es it is so hard to get brick 
layers at present. However, the joints in the brick work and stone 
should be caulked with oakum end caulkin compound to prevent any 
seepage of water behind the masonery as if this is not done further 
freeging and thawing of the water will shift the brick work to the 
extent where it will become dangerous. In their estimation the cost 
of this work would be about $35.00 in order to make the crecks water - 
proof for the Winter, and they are willing to arrange to have this work 
done and are awaiting instructions on the metter.

In reporting on his inspection of the 
Qu'appelle Residential School on October 20 
Inspector G.J. Buck writes as follows: 


"The temperature of all of the seven 
Classrooms is much too low for pupil health and 
good work. ‘The average for the four days of the 
inspection was between 54 and 56 degrees Fehrenheit. 
It felt really cold. By actual count over 75% of 
the 264 children had colds in one form or another, 
ané according to the Principal had had them for 
several weeks. According to the Indian Act it 
seems that the Agent in charge has some responsi- 
bility in these matters. The same deficiencies 
were reported last year, but apparently nothing 


was done about it. Other official visitors to 
this school have made similar observations." 


I should appreciate your advising at once 
why the above condition prevails.

Under date of the 14th instant I wish to inform 
you that I received a letter from the Reverend Father M. de Bretagne, 0.M.I., 
Principal of the Qu‘Appelle Industrial School, Lebret, advising me that 
they had experienced e series of misfortunes at the school with their 
machinery and that owing to the fact that immediate action had to be taken 
he did not have an opportunity to write to this office or Ottawa to obtain 
authority, but was forced to have repairs made at once. 


I informed Father de Bretagne that all I could do 
in the matter was to forward the invoices to Ottawa end under the circumstances 
recommend that payment be made. 


First of all the frigidaire at the school stopped 
working and it was necessary to have e man from the J.H. Ashdown Hardware 
Company, Regina, put it beck in shape. I am therefore now forwarding our 
Voucher No. 227 for $88.15 for this. 


Next the Reverend Father hed trouble with the 
stokers and had to order new pulleys from the Vulcan Iron Works at 
Winnipeg. The invoice for this has not as yet been received. 


Trouble was also experienced with the switch control 
of the Vacuum system and when the defect was found by the head engineer 
ef the Sanatorium at Fort Sen they had to wire to Montreal to secure the 
worn out parts from Darling Brothers Limited.

We have been receiving communicetions from Father Me de Bretagne, 
Principal of the Qu'Appelle Industrial School at Lebret, with respect to 
the twin boilers at the school. 


The flues of these boilers need replacing as they are leaking 
and Father de Bretagne notes that the boilers are in ea very bed condition 
according to e report made by the Provincial Inspector of Boilers here, 
He further notes thet every preceution was taken even to using soft water 
but after eight winters it seems they are playing out. 


They have already changed 5 flues at the school but it now 
becomes necessary to change them all and in this connection I would refer 
you to Departmental letter No. 114-0<5 of June 27th, 1941, when authority 
was given to repair some tubes at thet time which were badly worn. Each 
boiler consists of 44 tubes 3” in diameter and 7' long and 46 wubees 3" in 
diameter and 6' long, making a totel of 584 lineal ft. of tubing for each 
boiler. These boilers were made by the Vulcan Iron Works, of Winnipeg, 
and their make is VeIeOcleA. 


Two years ago the Vulcan Iron Works made an offer to repair 
the boilers for $277.65 each. At the present time a Mr. Pertle, owner 
of the General Repair Shop at Fort Qu'Appelle, has offered to do the work 
for $300.00 thet is installing the new tubes, cutting the old ones as well 
as cutting the smoke stack.

Report on Qu'Appelle Industrial school 


I wish to inform you that I inspected this institution on the 
17th and 16th instants. Father Piche, the Principal, happened to be 
here in the city on Vednesday, Jenuery 17th, and since he was leaving for 
Lebret at 6,00 PeM. that evening I took the Opportunity of goine down to 
the school with him. 


At the time of my vieit there were 172 Ghildren in residence and 
that is 22 over the allotment. The Guildren were all happy and healthy 
ani to the best of my knowledge there was only one little girl ill in one 
of the dormitories and she evitently had a slight touch of cold. The rest 
certainly looked well. 


I found 75 head of cattle at the school and at the time of my visit 
they were milking 20 cows, ach day there are 40 gals, of milk given to the 
children and the balance is sold to the creamery at Melville. They were also 
reising 4 hors at the School, 12 horses, and 315 chickens, and they worse 
building an addition to the chicken coop when I was there. This ws just about 
completed and the work had been do vy the teachers and the boys. ‘The chicken 
coap is two storeys hich. The material was furnished by the Department. 


The Principal brought to my attention the wate softener plant wn 
not in use as it was too amall for thé school. Further, all the classrooms 
required battleship linoleum for the floors, and I am herewith attachine the 
Size of the different classrooms. Father *iche also stated some paint was 
required especially for the top floor, and they are agi ing for SO gals. of whito 
peint and 50 gals. of a primer ooat. In addition, he pointed out that the top 
floor cold as the ceiling was too oleae to the roof and to remedy this it 
was necessary to put sawdust or shavings betwoen the roof and the oeiling. ‘To 
do this they would have to get someone from Segina but I have no price on the 
work, 


The school require four new sewine Machines. They clinaim these are 
necessary when they have so much old Clothing to make over, The machines requested 
are tho kind used by tailors,

In 1935 the water supply intake from the lake to the Qu'Appelle 
Indian Residential School was erected under the direction of Mr. D.B. Gow, 
District Chief Engineer, Dominion Water Power and Reclamation Service. I 
find no information on file about this by which I could give a Department 
file number for reference. I have, however, a letter from Mr. Deb. Gow 
to this office dated January lst, 1937, in which he says he encloses a plan 
of the construction of this water inteke. I am unable to locate the plan 
in the files of this office. 


From information obtained from various sources I understand that 
the following is a rough description of the intake: an iron pipe 4" or 
possibly 6" extending a distance of about 300" into the lake adjacent to 
the school. For the purpose of protecting this pipe a framework of heavy 
timber about 10' wide has been constructed and this framework was secured 
with stones and gravel. 


Pressure of the ice in the winter has moved this protection consider- 
ably to a position where I would expect that another winter's action by the 
ice would ruin it entirely. 


At a point not far distant from the Qu'Appelle Indian Xesidential 
School the Fort Qu'Appelle San has a similar pipe supply intake with no 
protection whatever. It is merely a pipe about 1500 ' long, being a great 
deal longer than the one at the school, extending from the boiler room through 
the ground below the frost line out into the lake where the water is deep 
enough that ice in the winter will not interfere with the pipe. This has been 
working efficiently for three years and shows no indication of civing trouble 
in the future. 


Why such an elaborate construction was made at the Qu'Appelle 
Indian Residential School I do not know as the conditions are very similar 
with the exception that at the latter point the length of the pipe is a great 
deal less. 


As I am afraid there may be trouble with the intake at the school 
either during the coming winter or immediately the ifter I would sucgest 


that the Department communicate..cccrce 
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that the Department communicate with Mr. D.B. Gow at Winnipeg for the 
purpose of obtaining from him a description of his work at the school 

and his opinion of the possibility of damage which might result from 

the ice pressure moving the framework considerably out of its original 
position. It would be interesting also to enquire why the elaborate protect- 
ion was necessary when it does not seem necessary at the San under similar 
conditions,

We are enclosing copy of a memorandum by Mr. G. Me Lyon, 
engineer of this staff, relating to the condition of the water 
supply intake at the above mentioned school. 


Under date of January 19, 1937, we forwarded our 
Controller at Ottawa three copies of the plan of the water intake 
at Lebret, being one print each for our Controller, Indian Affairs 
Branch and the Director of Surveys and Engineering Branch. Copies 
were also forwarded to the Principal of the School, to the 
Inspector of Indian Agencies at Regina and to the Sanitary Engineer, 
Department of Health at Regina. Again, under date of February t 
25, 1939, we forwarded you, along with other plans, duplicates of 
the new water intake at the school. Accordingly, you will have 
available detailed plans of the present water supply intake at this 
institution. In 1941, the writer visited the school and found the 
intake in fairly good condition except for insufficient filling. 
It was suggested to the Principal that he have some additional 
earth filling placed on the structure and I believe this was done. 
A photograph taken upon the occasion of the visit is enclosed for 
your information. 


Mr. Lyon in his sketch plan has shown in detail the 
movement of the crib work. We do not definitely know in what way 
the ice pressure has caused this movement but the writer is 
inclined to believe that it has been caused by combined ice 
expansion and wind movement rather than by floating ice movement at 
the time of the spring breakup. If this view is correct, then it 
will be difficult to combat such pressure or protect against it. 


Referring to the letter of Mr. JeP.D. Ostrander, Inspector 
of Indian Agencies at Regina, I might say that we are not familiar 
with the new water intake at the Provincial Sanitarium near Fort 
Qu'Appelle. They probably had suitable equipment for dredging out 
@ channel for the intake and they also had the advantage of the more 
recent regulated level of these small lakes and accordingly did not 
have to protect against low water conditions. In 1936 we had to 
provide for a possible low water elevation of 83.0 on the lake. Now, 
however, with such a low elevation pretty well guarded against by 
the dam at the outlet of Katepwe Lake, we could dispense with the 
outer 300 foot section of oribwork protection. 


As pointed out in Mr. Lyon's memorandum, there does appear 
to be no immediate necessity for repairing the orib or providing 
additional protection for the pipe line. If the deterioration — 
continues throughout the coming winter, it may become necessary to 
give further consideration to what is reyuired or what should be 
done at the site to protect the pipe line itself from rupture.

In accordence with your instructions, this school wes 
visited by the writer on August l2th lest. 


The water supply inteke consists of 6 4" Universel Cast 
Iron Pipe Line, 1220 feet in length, of which 980 feet wes added 
in 1936, extending the line west from the originel well supply to 
@ lake inteke. The finel 790 feet of the pipe line is offshore 
and 440 feet of this adjecent to the shore have been protected by 
® clay and rock filled timber crib. This crib wes deemed necessery 
to protect the pipe line from freezing end from the movement of ice. 


The necessity for such protection depends on the reletive 
elevetions of the pipe line and the depth of frost penetration or 
ice formation. Continuous records of the weter level in Lebret 
Leke ere not aveileble. Based on the datum et the school, freg- 
mentery records show 6 fluctuetion from 84.8 to 85.7; the elevation 
being 85.3 on August 12th. From informetion obteined by Mre Je Te 
Rose in 1936, a probeble minimum weter level of 83.0 was deduced. 
Allowing for 6 maximum thickness of ice of 3 feet, the necessity 
for protection for the pipe line where it is above elevetion 80.0 
is indicated. This coincides with the position of the end of the 
crib ss constructed in 1936. Therefore, to mseintain the present 
pipe line in service, protection for it will have to be supplied 
in the future es in the pest. 


An exeminetion of the crib end contained fill wes mede by 
the writer which showed thet considerable movement hes teken plece 
due to ice pressure from the south where e leke expense ebout one 
mile long exists. The north side of the crib is not subject to 
comperéble ice pressure becouse it is not more then 1/4 mile from 
the shore. Atteched sre e sketch showing cross sections of the crib 
at 50 feet intervels, end e photograph looking west towerds the 
inteke from the high portion of the crib et stetion 300. It is 
evident thet en upwerd vertical movement hes teken plece varying 
from nothing up to e meximum of 2.0 feet in oe portion of the cribe 
Some leterel movement towerds the north hes elso teken plece but its 
extent wes not determined. The whole structure hes moved es e unit 
with the exception of some of the 3 x 10 cross brages which heave 
pulled ewey from the piles; the piles, sheeting and longitudinal 
wealings on each side heve meinteined their originel relative posi- 
tions. The cley fill topped with rock hes not shown epprecieble 
subsidence except et the extreme west end where it is 1-3 feet 
lower then constructed.

Further to our memorandum of June 13th we are now in 
receipt of a letter from Mr. Gow dated July 5th as follows: 


"Mr. G. M. Lyon and Mr. J. A. Aitken of this staff are 
in Saskatchewan in connection with hydrometric work and 
surveys of Indian Rchools and Indian Agency Buildings. 
They do not expect to be returning to Winnipeg until after 
the middle of the month and accordingly I am drawing to 
your attention an extract from a letter received from lir. 
Lyon concerning an inspection of the sewage disposal bed 
at the .u'Appelle Indian Residential School, © ebret: 


‘An inspection was made on June 27th of the sewage 
disposal bed at the Lebret Indian Residential School. 
There was no sign of leakage or seepage in this disposal 
area from the disposal bed. On questioning one of the 
brothers, it was learned that no trouble had been 
experienced since my previous visit. Jt will be recalled 
that on that occasion we had the leaking area dug up and 
solidly backfilled. This backfill apparently held the 
water since no further leaking occurred there or else- 
where. No attempt was made to clean out the tile as I 
had also suggested so it probably will have to be done 
at some future date, but is apparently not necessary 
this year’. 


You will note that the condition previously reported 
upon with respect to the sewage disposal bed appears to 
have been corrected and no further trouble is expected 
during the present year. However, we would draw your 
attention to Mr. Lyon's remarks that at some future date 
the tile will have to be cleaned out. 


If further trouble is experienced with the disposal bed 
the school authorities might try to flush the tile with clear 
ater as recommended by Mr. Lyon under date of May 30th last.

Reverend Father Piché, principal of the 
Lebret Indian Industrial School, has again written to 
me about the necessity of providing the matron in the 
school kitchen with at least a few mechanical appliances 
to enable her to prepare the meals for the children and 
steff, without calling on the school girls for too muct 
manual lebour. 


Among the machines which he says are 
essential for the proper equipment of the kitchen, is 
Hobart Mixer, the specifications of which are as follows: 
"30 gt bowl, B-Beater, D-Wire whip, meat and food chopper 
attachment, 8" Vegetable and Fruit slicer. sour strainer 
and collander."

The Department Dietitian, who inspected 
the kitchen set up of the Lebret School, has advised thes 
machines on the ground that they will save a great deal 
of labour which the school girls have to do at the preser 
time and which takes time a y from their classes. 
Personally, I think that the recommendations of the 
dietitian cannot be set aside. Men have no idea of the 
task of preparing three meals a day for close to 350 
people to set themselves up as Judges of the necessity 
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or not of providing these mechanical devices 

in such large kitchens. I think that those who 
claim they are not essential should be made to 
prepare these meals not for a month or two months 

but just for two or three days. They would then 

be of the opinion of the dietitian of the Department. 


I therefore hope that you wil 
provide this equipment immediately.

Dear Sir: 


With reference to the recent examination of the 
above building by yourself and our Mr, Johns, After discussing 
this matter fully with Mr, Johns we believe that the movement 
of this brickwork is caused by condensation freezing on the 
roof joists and shiplap, and in a thaw this would possibly drip 
onto the concrete slab and drift over to the corner of the build- 
ing against the brickwork, At that point freezing and thawing 
could occur and move the brickwork out, It seems to us this is 
the only satisfactory explanation for the movement taking place 
although we are not absolutely certain on this point. 


We estimate that it would cost approximately $425.00 
to pull down the brickwork of the south west corner to the belt 
course level, reset the belt course stones at the corner and re- 
build the brickwork, This price is approximate and we would be 
willing to carry out the repairs to this corner on a basis of 
cost plus ten percent. 


We understand that there is a slight movement tak- 
ing place in the north west corner but our price is for the work 
in the south west corner only. 


We think it might be advisable to put in some ven- 
tilators to the roof space on this building. This would eliminate 
a good deal of condensation freezing on the under side of the roof 
deck, This would not cost very much am might possibly cure the 
whole trouble.

Im answer to your memorendws of June 22, the following

(a) Vhat the Oblate Urder is at present operating & 
echolasticate or junior seminary som tuo miles from the 
present Indien .esidential School et Lebret, Saskatchewan. 


Thet the Oblete order hes the opportunity to rent 4 
building near St. Norbert, Manitoba, whieh would be sore 
guitable for their requirements than the seminary building 
at lebret. 


Yhat the Oblate order is prepared to rent this 
seuinary building to the Lepertaent of Mines and esuurces 
for use either es an Indien residential school or a8 & 
vooational or technical school for older Indian boys 
and girls. 


Yhet our degianeal Supervisor for Saskatchewan has 
made the following coments concerning the need for such 
a technical school in Jaskatehewan: 


"This report was banded to me by Reverend Father 
Piche, O.M.I., Principal of the qutAppeile School, and 
the pointe raised were discussed with me. There are 
meny things in connection with the report which deserve 
serious consideration by the Departuent, end the need 
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of a residential school far Indien young people in the 
higher grades to take additianal technical training should 
be face’ if it is decided to give hicher education to indims, 


"Many of those pest gerade & do not wish to go on, and 
with those very little can be done, However, those who do 
wish to go om will bo served better through tho discipline 
of & residential school where their working hours are under 
geome Gonirol, a#@ well a6 their recieational and study periods, 
und are much more likely to be successful than ii they wore 
gent iuto ea town or city on their own responsibility at the 
dangerous age for Indian young poopie. 


"It would appear that such of the hopy for success lies 
in the right kind of discipline, with competent instruction 
both during study hours and during recreation, 


"I would be glad if the officials of the vepartsent 
would seriously consider this report. Many things about it 
seem practical and in line with recommendations made by und 
before the Joint Committee. Further instructions with 
regard thereto wiil be appreciated,’ 


“That the .rovineial of the Oblates has submitted a 
report to the Department concerning the proposed technical 
school in which @ thorough outline has been given of the 
type of education which would be offered therein, 4. copy 
of this report iu ettached hereto. 


I have seen the plans cf the seuinary (erected of brick 
veneer about 1925) end feel thet it would ve suitable for our needs. 
We could house approximately 2.0 older boys and girle in the building 
and could use the furm end farm buildings for horses in laruing, 
farm mechanics, carpentry, briek laying, suto mechanics, etc. It 
will be necessary thet a careful educational survey be made by our 
Supervisor of Vocational Training to determine the numer of 
graduates from our Indien day and residential schools in Alberta,

The Department has information to the effect 
that a stoker such as the one purchased for your range warps the 
top of the range in a comparatively short time due to the intense 
heat.

At that time I was not aware 
that such equipment is not recommended for the reason given. 


Please let me have a report on the present condition of 
the range and any interesting information with regard to the 
apparent effect upon the range of the use of the stoker, in order 
that I may communicate with Colonel Neary, with a view to havi 
the account paid.

to the Department I believe that it is proving entirely satisfactory 
and, so far as I am aware, no difficulty hasjarisen, or will arise, 
by the use of the stoker. 

There is a ¢ the Qu'Appelle sidential 
School which is somewhat of the ordinary. » hool buildings 
are in a valley close to the north side, with the result that 
north winds sweep down over the sides of the valley hills, sometimes 
causing considerable trouble in chimney drafts. This, alone, was 
sufficient reason for installing the blower, as the oven heat 
can be completely controlled with that installation, which 
impossible previously. 


I would recommend that future requirements for the 
Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School be referred to Indi: Super- 
intendent Frank Booth, whose office is now only ten minutes 
drive on a gravelled road from the school at Lebret, and, of course, 
easily contacted by telephone. If that action were followed in 
the future we would not run into difficulties of this kind where 
purchases are made contrary to regulations. In the meantime, I

With reference to Department letter of the 22nd instant, 
File 660-5 (E.1), regarding the cost of moving two houses from 
the site of the former File Hills Agency to the site of the 
Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School, I discussed the matter of 
the account of Messrs. Stewardson & Sons with Reverend Father 
Piche yesterday. 


Father Piche informed me that Messrs. Stewardson & 
Sons were given the incorrect measurements of the building by 
his Assistant, but that they discovered the buildings were 
larger than anticipated before they started to move then. There 
was some discussion at that time as to the price. Finally they 
decided to move the buildings without amending their quotation, 
and have done so. I may Say also that I examined the buildings 
at the new site, and I find that an excellent job of moving has 
been done. One of the buildings arrived at the school with no 
damage whatever to plaster or stucco work, the other building 
has no damage to the Stucco, and only slight plaster damace. 


Messrs. Stewardson & Sons hoped that they could be 
paid an additional $200.00 for the job, but admitted that the 
Department is well within its rights in refusing to pay more 
than $1,000.00 under the circumstances, and they have consented 
to accept $1,000.00 in full settlement, considering the matter 


closed. .

Re boundary between Industrial School Grant 

and Oblate Father's Property-2 and 11-21-15-2 

at Lebret. 
Acknowledging your letter of the 29th inst., in reterence 
to the above, I may say that the purpose of my former letter 
was to bring the question of the discrepancies regarding tnis 
boundary officially before you. Wy right of way survey was 
made connecting with the boundary line as shown on the plans 
sent you and of course all necessary ties were made to the 
lots of Plan 83784 which will #11 be shown on the plan of 1 
right of way now in course of preparation and on the plan of 
resurvey of part of the Ellisboro Long Lake Trail which is 
in course of being submitted to the benartment of Highways. 
The voint to be decided is whether the line “s defined on my 
plan can be regarded as the origimal line of division between 
these properties, notwithstanding that the oearings and lengths 
of the several courses do not agree with the original survey 
as evidenced by the official townshin olan and the description 
in the Oblate Fathers' title 


On. first discussing these discrepancies, 
rather inclined to the opinion that the iron vosts 
by ma represented a survey of this boundary made witho 
reference to the survey shown on the township plan out 
on studying the question further am now disposed to think that 
the iron.costs were put in to replace the wooden posts of 
the original survey while the wooden posts were still in 
evidence and that the differences in lengths ana bearings 
are due to errors in the original survey, the whole survey 
being ower very difficult ground. 


I referred to this question to the Surveyor 
General in August lest who in reply st»ted that this line 
was established in 1885 by U.C. Du Berger D.L.S., as shown 
on the official township vlan dated Sept. 20th 1909 and that 
no further surveys affecting this line haWe oeen made undaer 
instructions from his office. Commenting upon the difference 
in lengths and bearings the Surveyor General stated “Hiscrep- 
ancies such as you find between the township pla and the 
monuments us they are on the ground gre not uncommon in sur- 
veys as far back as 1885. 
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® As far as my survey is affectéd, I required only 
the portion of this line between the vosts which I have 
designated Nos. 5 and 6 on the plan. Post No. 6 was 
readily found as ji is referred to in Plan S.4794 and was 
well known to may of the »eophe living at Lebret. A Mr. 
Chisnolm who is employed at the liission knew of the 
shown on plan S 3794 on the west voundary of Lot 1 
frequently seen it vefoz the ground at this voint 
away in grading a road running north from the ¥Yort £ 
frail at this point. This is the vost shown on my plan 
as lio. -5 and to reestablish its position, I relocated the 
5.W. corner of lot 1 from original vosts found on the 
@round, joined that point with wost No. 6 and produced the 
line so obtained northerly, ag sufficient aistance to giv 
6.82 chains between poste 5 and 6. In connection with the 
resurvey of the tail,1 also required to know the direction 
of the next course of the ooundary north of vost 5 and fing 
unable to find anyone at the time who knew of any vosts 
fartner up the coulie, I decided the quickest way to deter- 
mine whether any such posts existed was to at the west 
and north boundary of section 11 anda fro: y retracement 
to reproduce the line m the townsnip southerly from 
the north boundary section ll. In doing so, 1 found the 
posts marked 1,2,3,and 4 and later from information brought 
down by lr. Loucks we located th 1 post shown ay short 
distance (9864 ft) southerly from 1 Post No. 4 was then 
joined by a straight line with Pos } as reestablished. 


South of vost No. 6 towards a I ran the next 
course on the vearing and for the distance given on t 
ship plan but found nothing. From the end at cour 
I ran cut the next course on the bearing S43 35'W and at 5.55 
chains reached % hore. ‘The Mr. Chisholm referred to 
aoove mentioned o m this connection that tne lake had 
encroached on the shore at this point rom time to tim and 
that the fence had been moved back on several occasions ihis 
may account for the fact that the lengtn of-this cours to the 
shore s it existed last August is considerably sh rt ¢ the 
length of this course as given on the Township plan. 


This ‘portion of the boundary is swever shown on plan 
B.1.5055 made in recent years by ur. V Reilley, S.L.S. out 
as no evidence of iir. Reilley's survey was found on the «round

Dear Mr. Scott:— 


I beg to enclose herewith copies of 
letters from H. E, King, Overseer at Wood Mountain, also copy 
of letter written to Mr. Kine by Rev. Father Leonard, asking 
him to sign ‘Applications for Admission' of a number of half 
breed children to the Qu'Appelle School, who have no right 
whatever to be admitted, 


I may say in the first Place that 
Father Leonard knows perfectly well that he should not admit 
any children to that school without havine the proper authority 
to do so, and it looks to me as thouch he is deliberately 
ignoring the instructions of the Department. 


You are aware that at one time (about 
15 years ago) nearly half the children in this school were 
halfbreeds, We succeeded in getting every one of them out, 
and made it a hard and fast rule that the only halfbreed children 
who could be admitted were those who were living on an Indian 
reserve as Indians. 


The parents of every one of these 
children are voters, and when the children become of age they 
will have the right to vote. They are not a charge on the 
Federal Government at all, and if they are to be sent to school 
the expense should be borne by the Provincial Government.

We have had cases of this kind before, 
and I have consistently refused to have anything to do 
with them, so that if these admissions are permitted we will 
have done an injustice to other applicants and schools. We 
will also have opened up an avenue for the admission of 
hundreds more of the same type. 


I would ask for your authority to have 
these children returned to their parents, There is no 
doubt there will be a long controversy if the Department is 
not emphatic in the matter. 


I may say that I know the cases in question 
well, and they do not come under the category of those who 
should be admitted to an Indian School. I am rather annoyed 
with Father Leonard's action in this matter. He must have 
known that these children should not have been admitted, and 
if he had any doubt in the matter he could have called me up. 
I am inclined to think that he did know and that he refrained 
from consultine me, as he is aware of my attitude regarding 
this question.

With further reference to your 306-118 of 
October 13th, last, enclosing copy of a letter received by 
you from the Principal of the File Hills Indian Residential 
School, I beg to say that the question of the auspices under 
which the Stevenson children should be educated has been re- 
ceiving very careful consideration by the Department. 


While it is agreed that both Stevenson and his 
wife are Protestants, I may advise you that two older girls 
of this family were admitted to the Qu'Appelle Residential 
School in 1924 and remained there for several years. In the 
meantime, three boys had been placed in the File Hills Resi- 
dential School. 


Mr. Agent Davis was asked to interview the parents 
and he replies, in part, as follows:- 


"I have interviewed the parents of these child- 
ren and the mother gives as her reason for wanting 
them placed in the Qu'Appelle School is that, as 
she is blind, she would like the children close to 
home. 


“They also state that the two older girls are 
Roman Catholics and the family are divided in 
religion in any case and, rather than not have the 
girls put in the Qu'Appelle School, they would place 
the boys there also." 


it appears from the above that the varents are very 
insistent that their two girls should be placed in the Qu'Appelle 
Indian Residential School. However, the Department is not 
prepared to accede to this request at the present time and, for 
your information, I enclose copy of a letter which is being 
directed to Mr. Agent Davis.

I desire to refer to your letter of November 15th, 
last, with further reference to your request for the admission of 
Florence and Nora Stevenson to the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential 
School. The Department is aware that two older girls of this 
family were admitted to the Qu'Appelle Residential School in 1924, 
but it was not intended at that time that their admission was to 
form a precedent. It is the intention of Section 10 (1) of the 
indian Act that children of Roman Catholic parents should be 
educated under Roman Catholic auspices and children of Protestant 
parents under Protestant auspices. 


It is definitely reported to the Department that 
Thomas Stevenson, father of these two girls, and his father before 
him were Protestants. Stevenson's wife also comes from a 
Protestant family. Three boys of this family have been educated 
in the File Hills Residential School and two of them are still in 
that school. 


AS a general rule, the Department considers that it 
is in the best interests of all parties concerned to comply with 
the intention of Section 10 (1) of the Indian Act and, with this 
in mind, the Department feels that the Stevenson children should 
be educated under Protestant auspices. It is noted from your 
letter that you state that both parents desire their two girls 
educated in the Qu'Appelle School. However, the Department is not 
prepared to accede to their wishes at the present time. 


The two girls should be returned to their parents and 
Mr. Agent Davis is being informed that the Department will not 
approve of their admission to any Indian residential school during 
the next six months. At the end of that time, the matter will again 
be considered.

The Deputy Superintendent General's ciroular 
of the 15th ultimo did not state that chiléren must be dis- 
charged at sixteen years of age, but simply pointed out the 
requirements of the Indian Act, viz., that, when children 
over sixteen years of age are being kept in a residential 
school, permission must be obtained. The Department 
realizes that there are often very good reasons for keep- 
ing children in residential schools after sixteen years of 
age, and we are prepared to consider any representations 
that Indian agents and principals make in this regard, 


In order to carry out the requirements of 
the ciroular letter recently sent to you, you should, at the 
end of each academic year, forward the names of the children 
in the Qu'Appelle School who are sixteen years of age, and, 
in the case of those whom you wish to retain for a further 
period, you should ask permigsion to do so and give your 
reasons for making this request.

The admission of the two children of Alex. Nokusis 
to the File Hille Indian Residential School wae approved in 
official letter of February 18, 1931. At that time, both the 
father and mother desired the children placed in the File Hills 
School. In this regard, I would refer you to official letters 
of January 21, 1931, and February 16, 1931. Since that time 
the Department does not appear to have received any statement 
from the father showing that he was not satisfied with his 
children being in the File Hills School. 


When applications for admission of children to a 
residential echool are first received, every possible consider- 
ation is given end when a decision has been finally made 
regarding the school in which children should be placed, it 
has not been the practice of the Department to transfer them. 


Stephen Hoss, son of James T. Rose, was admitted to 
the Portage la Prairie Residential School in September, 1930. 
The application form forwarded at that time was presumably 
Signed by the father and stated that his religion was “United 
Ohurch of Canada". You state in your letter that the parents 
are Roman Catholics. Do you mean that they have become 
adherents of the Roman Oatholic Church since the time Stephen 
Ross was sent to the Portage la Prairie School? 


The last quarterly return from the Portage la F 
Prairie Residential School does not contain the names of \S 
Elizabeth and Eva Ross. As far as the Department is aware, ' 
these children are not at that school. Ws! 

The June quarterly return of the Portage la Prairie 
Residential School does not show the name of Agnes Myrick, nor 
does the June quarterly return of the Gordon's School show the 
names of Sydney Mandy's children, nor have applications for 
their admission been received by the Department since July 
ist. As far as we are aware, these children are not in the 
Portage la Prairie School, but, in view of your letter, the 
Agent will be written.

Sir: 


I am asking the Inf@ian Agent to send this letter on 
to you as the matter is of great importance to me, and while 
I know that Mr. Booth, the Agent, is in sympathy with me ani 
recognises the justice of what I ask, I think the matter 
will require to be dealt with by a higher authority. 


I am a member of Pasqua Indian Reserve, No. 79 and I 
was at the Industrial School at Lebret for 14 years, which 
were 14 years of my life wasted, although I was there during 
the time of Father Hougenard for whom I had the highest 
personal regard, but then the school was not as badly run 
as it is now. I learned practically nothing,but I am glad 
to say that after I left school I had the opportunity of 
studying and by readiing and with the assistance of others 
I have attained some little education and desire for improve- 
ment. I am happily married to a half-breed woman of English 
descent who is a good housekeeper ani a good mother to our 
children. I am @ Pagan in religion snd nothing I have been 
able to read and study and nothing I have heard from any 
denomination has caused me to change. Certainly nothing urged 
by Roman Catholic Priests and Nuns, taking into consideration 
their own conduct at the same time, would cause me to adopt 
that religion, and I say this with due regard for the late 
Father Hougenard and many other worthy priests. 


In spite of my being a Pagan, I have placed all my 
children in the Industrial School at Lebret, but I have now 
withdrawn my daughter @dith, aged 14, from the school, and 
for reasons I will give, 1 do not propose to let her go back, 
and I wi8h your permission to keep her away, and I will make 
arrangements to send her to public school or some other 
arrangements to educate her. The Priests however will not 
agree to this as they want the money the Department pays them 
for pupils, and will have me prosecuted by law unless you 
intervene on my behalf, and as one of your wards, I crave 
your protection. 


My youngest daughter, aged 11, was at the Industrial 
School at Lebret and we heard she was ill. We went there on 
April 2lst and found her very ill suffering from pneumonia, 
but being well looked after by Dr. Simes and an I.D. nurse. 
Our daughter however seemed worried as well as ill and asked us 
to keep the Nuns and Priests out of her room as “They were 
telling her that she would be sacrificed unless her father 
accepted Christianity". She said that as soon as Dr. Simes and 
the nurse were away, a nun, Sister Lacroix, and a Priest, who 
is a stranger ani whose name I could not get, would go in and 
tell her she was going to die for her father's sins, that she 
must get her father to join the catholic faith before she died, 
and many other things. The child was so earnest about this 
that my wife stayed with her as much as possible, but the moment 
she might be away for meals or a little sleep, this Nun would 
get in and worry the child, and on my wife's return , she would 
find her in tears, greatly upset, and she would »b ' 
to keep that Nun away. I told Fathe . eg her mother 
r Leonard about this anf he 


| 
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b promised to tell the Nun to keep away, but he did not andé 
she kept up her terrible work in spite of all our efforts. 


My wife was told that she has passed the crisis on 
Friday night and that she had good prospects of recovery. 
However, on the Monday following, her temperature had again 
inereased ani she seemed weak ami Dr. Simes said he could not 
understand why, but the reason was that this Nun had again 
got to the child and had worked upon her, worrying and 
frightening her and telling her that she was a@ying for her 
father's sin in not becoming a catholic, ani saying, "It is 
his fault you must die, because your father is a Pagan." 
The child cried to her mother not to leave her and not to 
let the Nun in again, as the Nun told her she had to die. 
Evelyn said to her mother "The Nun will be happy when I am 
dead, but my little sister will ory." 


I am positive that if it had not been for this Nun, my 
child would be alive today. When she died, they told me, 
"You should be glad your daughter is in Heaven praying for 
you to be saved from your sins." 


After stating these facts, I would be erateful if the 
Department grant the discharge of my two children from the 
QuiAppelle Industrial School. 


I would also like to state my appreciation of the services 
rendered by Dr. Simes and the Department nurse to my daughter.

The Principal stated that Andrew Gorionts statements 
are false and that the girl received the best attention 
possible. 


Sister Lacroix only visited the girl once as Sister 
Dalgeeoie,who is a trained nurse is in fcharge of the 
infirmary, and was on duty all day and Nurse Graham of 
the Indian Department was night nurse. 


Sister Dalgeecie stated that the girl was not bothered 
in any way at all. 


As Andrew Gordon who is a very outstanding Indian on 
this Agengy, would aot be able to send his children back 
there to finish their education, as in his own mind he 
is convinced that statements are true, and also as he is 
capable of finishing educating his children outside the 
reserve, I would recommend that they be discharged. If 
not I am afraid Andrew will be a source of trouble until 
his children are of age,

I may state that Father de Bretagne, who is 
an unusually active and capable Principal, is makin 
provision for the establishment of ea small mink farm at 
his school, in the hope that this will add to the 
attractiveness and worthvhileness of his educational 
prograume. In an interview with Father de Bretagne a 
few weeks ago, he expressed the vier that a little 
training in domestic fur farming should prove of great 
value to Indian pupils upon their return to the Indian 
reserves. 


Father Plourde, of Winnipeg, discussed the 
desirability of such a farm with the officials here a 
few months ago. Of course, no objection whatever was 
rsised to the proposal. This farm, however, will be 
established by the Principal and maintained by him 
without any additional cost to the Government. I would 
suppose that it is his intention to establish the farm 
and purchase the foundation stock out of the per capita 
grant allowances or out of any profits that may have 
accrued to him as the result of his farm operations.

I have for acknowledgement your letter 
of the 29th ultimo, in which you submit, for departmental 
consideration, certain proposals relating to the adminis- 
tration of the mink farn at your institution. 


I am not st all sure that I fully grasp 
the meaning or the significance of the suggestions you 
have sent forward. It is just possible that part of your 
letter at least is based on a misunderstanding of the 
agreement reached by the Department with Father Plourde 
at the time the min ranch was established. I am sending 
forward, therefore, for your information, a copy of 
departmental letter to Father Plourde dated January 24, 
1939, and his reply thereto dated February 4, 1939. Both 
these letters, you will note, are self-explanatory. 


The mink ranch was established at the 
Lebret school in the hope that a certain number of the 
pupils would take an interest in the care and feeding of 
fur-bearing animals. It was not our hope at that time, 
nor is it our hope at the moment, that all the pupils 
would become interested in the mink. VYe do feel, however, 
that it is a rood thing for Indian boys to become kindly 
disposed toward animals in general and fur-bearing animals 
in particular. 


It was not our thought that many of the 
boys would undertake the operation of mink farms after 
their graduation from the school. It was rather our inten- 
tion that a few of the boys, whose parents were well 
established on the reserve, might receive two or three 
mink at the time of their graduation and experiment in 
the raising of these animals in addition to their rerular 
agricultural operations. 


The mink are the property of the school 
and the increase of mink from year to year will also become 
the property of the school. You will note in our letter 
to Father Plourde we susgested that mink to the number of 
50 might be given to a number of boys who had become 
interested in the ranch at the time of their graduation. 

It is not at all necessary that this distribution should 
take place in a single year. As a matter of fact, there 
4s no reason why you should not distribute about Lo a year 
for a period of five years. I am of the opinion that the 


mink -

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mink ranch should be conducted in the same sense 

that the regular farming operations are conducted 

at the school. The ranch should be self-supporting. 
If it cannot be made self-supporting at your school, 
then Indians should certainly not be encouraged to 
raise mink. If it cannot be made self-supporting, 
serious consideration will have to be riven to the 
disposal of the mink. It is certainly not our 
thought that you should operate the ranch at a loss 
or that it should become a source of worry or annoyance 
to you or the members of your staff. The ranch was 
established to help you and the pupils in attendance 
at your school and it would be very regrettable if it 
became a hindrance or a handicap in any sense. 


It is just possible that none of the 
Indian boys this year or next year would be sufficiently 
trained to take care of a few mink. If such is the 
case, no distribution of the animals should be made 
until the boys are sufficiently trained to take care 
of them. You will have to exercise your own judgment 
in respect to the number of mink you should sell from 
year to year in an attempt to meet the running expenses 
of the ranch. 


You might let me hear from you again 
when you have had an opportunity to study the corres- 
pondence between the Department and Father Plourde.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I had a long talk yesterday with Father M, de 
Bretagne on the mink ranch which he has, with your generous 
help, established in connection with the Qu'Appelle Indian 
Residential School. 


This new school activity is still groping for 
light and it will likely be a few years before the right 
methods of operation have been evolved. The balance 
sheet to date is very much unbalanced, showing a very 
decided unfavourable condition. The sale of pelts next 
November should help to defray some of the expenses in- 
curred within the last twelve months, although not near 
enough to balance off the cash outlay to date; and conditions 
should improve each year as the natural increase in the ranch 
population will make that possible. 


The question of help is not quite as simple 
as we had esteemed it would be. We find that the ranch 
must be in the hands of a competent manager and that the 
management of the ranch must be a full-time job. The 
ranch, therefore, must be large enough to provide revenue 
for the salary of the manager. 


The training of the oldest school boys in mink 
ranching involves various problems of a practical nature 
and there again our early conceptions have suffered ereatly. 
We find, for instance, that only a very few select boys 
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Mr. R.A. Hoey page 2 June 26, 1939. 


are susceptible of learning the art of mink ranching; 

that at the age of 16 Indian boys are too young to be 
accorded much confidence; that only boys who have attained 
their 16th year and who have otherwise given proof of 
stability of character should be selected for this activ- 


ity. 


4s in practice all boys at the present time are 
dismissed from residential schools at the age of 16 it 
would seem that some exception should be made in favour 
of boye that the Principel might wish to train as mink 
ranchers, and that whilst they would be nominally on the 
school roll, they would be exempt from all ordinary school 
activities and allowed to spend all their time with the 
manager of the ranch. This, of course, could only be done 
if the Department allowed the per capita grant for such 
boye without reducing the regular grant of the school. 


I understand that there is e special fund voted 
each year by the Government for special and technical 
training of Indian boys. If this information is correct 
we hope that your Department will allow the school a 
special grant for three or four boys that would give their 
full time to mink ranching. 


May I hope that you will give this matter your 
kind attention.

You are no doubt aware that about a year 
ago a mink ranch was established by the Department 
at the Qu'appelle Indian residentis school. The 
cost of the mink and the buildine in which they are 
located was borne by the Department. 


This ex -eriment was undertaken after the 
matter had been very fully discussed with Father Plourde 
nd referred to the nister. The \\inister expressed 
the view at that time that the care and feeding of fur- 
bearing animals might well form a part of the course of 
study at an Indian residential school. It ; not the 
intention of the Minister, nor was it our intention, 
that these boys should establish mink ranches immediately 
following their graduation from school. he thought was 
that the care and feeding of animals would create, or 
apt to create, in the Indian pupil a more kindly dis- 
osition toward the care and feeding of animals in general. 


am today in receipt of a letter from the Prin- 
cipal in which he states that the experiment has been in 
no sense a success. e states it is costly, too costly 
to be borne by the institution, and that he has been called 
upon to engage a man to devote the whole of his time to 
the supervision of the ranch. the food of the mink, he 
states, is also very costly in that particular section of 
askatchewan. 


It is my personal opinion that ae mistake was 
le at the outset in the purchase of so many mink. In 
the licht of the experience we have had it would have 
been much better if the Church authorities had purchased 
two or three pairs of mink rather than fifty. »wever, in

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most things it is comparatively easy to be wise 
afterwards. I am anxious that you should visit the 
qu'appelle school at your earliest convenience and 
discuss with the Principal the best ways and means 

of disposing of these mink at a price that will not 
involve too great a financial loss to the epartment. 
The suggestion made by the Principal that these mink 
should be transferred to other schools or to Indians 
is wholly unsatisfactory to the Department. If the 
Principal of the Qu'appelle school, having received 
these mink without cost, is unable to operate a ranch 
profitably then it is simply absurd to ask other schools 
or other Indians to take up mink ranching in the hope 
that it will prove a success. The mink purchased by 
the Department should be sold to the best possible ad- 
vantage and the money returned to the Department. The 
increase that has taken place might be disposed of by 
the school and the money received given to the school 
to compensate the Principal for any loss he has sus- 
tained in the operation of the ranch. 


[ regret very much indeed that this experiment 
has proved to be so unsuccessful. I know that the news 
of its failure will be a source of great disappointment 
to the Minister. [ am gradually being forced to the 
conclusion that our residential schools, with one or two 
exceptions, are not equipped to undertake with any hope 
of success projects other than the elementary instruction 
of Indian boys and girls in reading, writing and arithmetic. 
You are more familiar than I am with their farmin operations. 
The auditor's report suggests that these operations, extept 
in the case of one or two schools, are in no sense profitable. 
The Frincipal of the Qu'tappe!lle school is, in my judgment, 
one of the ablest Principals we have anywhere in the Dominion 
and if he cannot make a success of a project such as mink 
ranching the outlook at the other schools is in no sense 
encouraging.

Dear Reverend Father: 


In answer to your letter of the 16th inst nt, I have 
carefully read the quotation you made about Mr. Hoey's 
letter and following the remarks therein made, I wish 
to call the attention of the Department on the followe 
ing observations. 


All the courses of training referred to were always 
taught in our school, in as much as circumstances 
allowed us to do so; for the girls, sewing, crochet 
work, the tailoring of their own dresses were always 
in favor, and the proof might be found in the fact 
that we always obtain for them a great number of pri- 
zes at the Provincial Exhibitions. 


Aside of this they are good helpers in the housekeep- 
ing and they are a big help in the kitchen, the laun- 
dry and the different up-keep of the house. Here 
they are very active and the neat appearance of the 
school is in great part due to the splendid direction 
given by the Sisters, very devoted and very particu- 
lar about that kind of work. 


It is now true that the finishing touches making more 
thorough that training would be improved by the center 
of Domestic Science which we are actively considering 
and for which plans have already been made, but in as 
much as the many managements of a house of this scale 
allows me to do so. 


The graduates of our school, without the pretention 
of becoming white women, have however in the past al- 
ready improved considerably the up-keep of their own 
homes especially when these youngsters have been 
encouraged by local officials. The unhappy circume 
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Yather Plourde 2 September 20th 


stances very often must have prevented these officials from 
giving to these people the means of starting on a good footing 
and this was probably the cause of the falling back of some 
girls into their rather primitive state. 


4s in every enterprise, we have to figure with a certain num- 
ber of "second" products but our work of civilizing these people 
is a work of generations. 


Now for the boys, a very good training was always given in the 
care of live-stock and agriculture. It is true that we might 
contemplate some means of giving them more initiative and en- 
thusiasm by interesting directly the boys and girls in the rai- 
sing of calves, chickens and maybe individual garden plote, 

but here we are facing a big difficulty which erises from the 
fact that the children need a contact with the home called 
holidays, during which time they will abandon the garden work 
and the fruit of their efforts will be lost. 


The results obtained in the past have not to be altogether 
overlooked. Moreover the first bad impression given by the 
sight of many failures in different resenves on difficult 
cases must be analysed before junping too early to the conclu- 
sion that Residential School graduates would have failed on 
account of a too ineffective training. 


We do not think that the old Missionary had thoroughly expected 
to transform the Indian into a white man and if criticism could 
find room in this new field of observation, we realize that 
justice should be given to their efforts and very often their 
self-sacrifice applied to their compulsorytransformation of 
these people, formerly nomads into settlers animated by ideals 
of comfort in life and a christian code of morals. 


The ideal crowning of our course of training is the settlement 
of our boys and girls on a little farm where they will receive 
encouragement, substantial help and this in a new place in as 
much as possible located away from the parents. The colony 
near File Hills has given proof in the past of real success 
when well supervised and intelligently managed in a period of 
prosperity. Indian families successful in their agricultural 
projects here were mostly produced by Kesidential Schools 
where habits of discipline were given them. 


The Qu'Appelle Indian School has produced in the past Carpen- 
ters and Blacksmiths who now-a-days, sometimes, do not put in 
practice their trade for reasons that do not depend on actual 
Principals or missionaries. 


I repeat that we always huve to figure with the natural incli- 
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F@per Plourde September 20th 


nation of Indians to go back to their nomadic life rather than 
to be under the regular life of the white man. 


There is no room in Canada for Indians living like their an- 
cestors, and to my knowledge, the Catholic missionaries have 
always attempted to adapt them to the conditions that will 
surround them in the future. It is always a hard task for 

them because they have to struggle against the natural tendency 
of human beings to take the most easy way to reach their end. 


To conclude, I must assure the Department that, in my rather im- 
portant school, I intend to work in close cooperation with the 
Branch of Welfare and Training of our Department, and adapt 

our teaching to their practical aims, I will try to use all 
means dictated by my past experience to educate these children 
in the direction pointed out by Mr. Hoey. I have done my best 
to keep healthy and even, to often improve the health oy these 
children. We try to make them enjoy that life of discipline 

by gmmes and sports. 


When occasionnally we have the chance of keeping some big boys 
after 16 years of age, we give them the chance of training in 
elementary work of carpentry and blacksmithing. The conclusion 
of the experience of the past seems to make us avoid shoemaking 
and tailoring for the boys, as well as spinning and weaving 

for the girls because of competitive facilities in low prices 
for the same kind of goods coming from manufacturing centers. 


The only future of our people stands in @he settling of our boys 
and girls, kept away from their family if colonies of small 
self-sustainjng farms, where the first effort of education 
given in school will be continued by intelligent and devoted 
officials. 


But the sojourn in Residential Schools for youngsters who leave 
at the brim of their 16 years in very beneficial to them and 
far more effective than in the Day Sehool where attendance is 
almost never regular, and will certainly be improved by a 
practical training crowning their education if made in the way 
indicated by Mr. Hoey, especially if we have a chance to do 

it in the conditions enumerated above.

Kindly allow me to make different remarks about your state of 
mind concerning this Mink ronch t 1ess as well as the judgment you 
thought necessar; on Residential Schools in your letter to Dr, 
Robertson , 1 indeed to defend myself because I consider that our 
Mink ranch was i > sf & succ s . If we consider the ranching 
point of vie n 1e@ average''crop"in other ranches it was a success , 
An aver thre is a success . That you chose the point of view 
of te ing our pupils the care and feeding of furbearing animals , as 
well as creating interest and a more kindly disposition toward the care 
and feeding of animals in general as you mentionned in your letters ,hers 
yet we ascertain that we had a success too , The only point left to be 
considered is the financial loss involved to the Department 

Nobody could say what will be the price of these pelts or bree- 
ders now that the war broke out , but it was no doubt that no loss would 
have had to be involved to the Department without this last circumstance 
But it would have been a loss for the School to have underteken this ex- 
periment because it is a fact recognized by all ranchers that to manage 
a& self-sustaining ranch one has to get the greatest number po ble of 
mink , Father Plourde took advice from prominent Manitoban ranchers who 
told him so, and if,as you think,we would have been wiser in purchasing 
some three pairs of mink rather than fifty, I do not see why now it is 
(as you said) absurd to transfer to other Schools or Indians such a small 
number to constitute so many experiments on a smaller scale than ours. 

The country and individuals where I had proposed the Department 
to transfer the original stoc f our foundation would lave been I think 
a& better way of disposing of these mink than to declare our trial a fai- 
lure . The great cause of our worries lies in the too great cost of food 
in our part of Saskatchewan , a fact that I had more or less considered 
before we started but that was hwever one of my intimate reasons why I 
reluctantly accepted to make that experiment and secondly because, as I 
have mentionad above, to have this business profitable or at least self- 
sustaining, I needed to hire an extra full time hand who wéuld take care 
of a great number of mink 

The comlusion seems to be tliat personnaly I had realized that 
ig our conditions we would never make tie ranch much profitable and even 
probably compel me to operate it at a loss , So , I had submitted to you 
a scheme by which it seemed to me that the Department would have been 
able to continue the experiment in a wiser manner , In doing so I had in 
mind your remark expressed on ye 2 , letter 109-1-5, saying "If it can- 
not be made self-supporting, serious consideration will have to be given 
to the disposal of the mink," 

I had accepted the eventuality of losing money in the operation 
of a mink ranch that in our conditions proved to be impossible to manage 
otherwise ; I had advised the Department in a way that it would be possi- 
ble to attempt an experiment in the sense that yourself by chance thin! 
that we should have started ; I think wise yet now to dare to call again 
your attention upon this last proposition and see if even now after that 
state of war of our nation , it would not be advisable to contemplate 
another scheme for the disposal of our original stock than to declare 
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ourselves vanquished . It would certainly be less humiliating than to avow to the 
Minister a supposed failure . 

In the example illustrating my comparison in my letter of Aug,17th, I had 
pointed out to you the p sibility of finding places where our Schools and Indians 
could keep mink at a very low cost . periment on a small scale could be underts- 
ken there without much difficulty it seems to me, 

When Dr Robertson would be back from his holidays 1 will discuss the mat- 
ter with him according to your wishes , but formerly I would wish to have youvopi- 
nion again on that matter . 


Now , with all the respect that I owe you, nd without prejudice for 
the kind dispositions you never failed to show me , I have to tell you that the 
remarks you thought necessary to pass on our Sch 90ls in your letter to Dr Robertson 
are in my point of view the conclusion ef a premature judgme 

Ag you seem to give here a strong argument bertson against Schools 
for which he has already many prejudices, I think at you 11 not object that I 
personally interfere in the d ussion to put my word, 

You conclude that the Residential Schools are generally not e uipped to 
undertake with any hope of success projects other than the elementary instruction 
of Indian boys and girls in receding, writing artthmetic.” , that "their farming 
operations are generally in no sense pr fitable .," 

These two statements are no doubt preposterous for the following renssons ;: 

l1- Would it be for most of the reserves expectation that the residential scho 1s 
would procure to the children,jhat the Department according to the Indian Act is 
supposed to send to school, these elements of instruction it would already be a 
success if compared with the results obtained in some veserves by the Day school 
If I mention this comparison it is because that argumentation directs exclusively 
to the choice between these two kinds of school , Many reserves and the nomadic 
life of many Indians do not leave any margin for another choice , If we are inte- 
rested in the welfare of Indians we have to realize that the basis of life is edu- 
cation, a word tiat means far more than a mere t¢ aching of reading and speaking 
a language, Your special Branch being welfare training there is no doubt that 
you wish to see this purpose exec £ een realized in the past that no 
other way s left to educate the fu ” the ans for the betterment of the 
race than to take > children fr eir surrour s and in spite of many diffi-

in the families where our children are supposed to go back , This problem is not 
the problem of the residential schools and consequently could not be blamed to 
not adapting themselves to the future surroundings of their ¢raduates . But how- 
ever here is arising the question : Shall we attempt to better the Indian pro~ 
Dlem or shall we be satisfied with half~measures and blame undiscriminately those 
who devote themselves with encouraging results(for those who have the time to 
wait ) to the welfare and training of the Indian Youth ? 


Elementary instruction , better knowledge of their duties and obliga- 
tions , better health , knowledge of discipline in as mch as their discharge 
age allows them to have , knowledge in some art as drawing , misic etc.. ,

Reference your 114-0-11 of August 24. 


I regret to report that, owing to recent work as well as 
to the fact that for a couple of weeks I wasn't very well and 
able to cover as much ground as I should have, I did not get 
an opportunity to visit the Lebret School with reference to 
Mink until yesterday when I discussed the matter fully with 
Father de Bretagne. The Principal has gone to ea great deal 
of trouble and to considerable expense in fitting out and 
establishing this Mink Ranch. His increase has been equalised 
to the records of the best commercial ranches. Consequently 
he has demonstrated that Mink Ferming can be carried on 
successfully under hig personal supervision. It isn't 
through any fault of his thet the project has not proved a 
financial success but, due to the fact that he has to have ae 
man especially for that purpose end the high cost of food. 


IT have paid considerable attention to Fur Farming as I 
have a number of friends who have been engaged in it for 
years both in the West and in the East. It is a business 
that requires a great deal of study and strict personal 
attention to make it a financial success under present con- 
ditions. Only recently I was talking to a friend of mine 
from Lloydminster who has been conducting a Fur Farm of both 
Fox and Mink for some yesrs and they informed me that it is 
only by giving his strict personal attention and watching 
all expenditures very carefully that they are able to make 
a profit, they also state that with good stock and the closest

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supervision their profit is not more than $5.00 a piece, at 
present prices ape=de@erret. 


In considering whet action should be taken with regard 
to these Mink, I think the first problem we have to con- 
sider is, will the ultimate benefit to the Indian warrant 
the expenditures necessary to continue the Ranch, person- 
ally I do not believe it will as stated before Fur Ferming 
demands constant care and attention. We find it very 
difficult to get the Indian to milk cattle, they do not want 
to be tied down. We might possibly find an Indian here and 
there who would do this, but, @hat the few successes would 
not compensate for the expenditure in the great number of 
failures we would heave, I am of the opinion that we should 
confine our efforts in Fur Farming to Beever and Rets. 
These do not require constant supervision, they rustle for 
themselves and we heave found that where « Band has Rets or 
Beavers on their Reserves they will protect them each 
member becoming a Game Guardian to see that other members 
of the Band do not destroy them. 


With regard to transfering a number of these Minks to 
other schools at points where food would be cheaper, I 
entirely disagree as these schools would be in the North 
where we have very little supervision of the Indian except 
right at the School and to operate a Ranch at a School 
for the teaching of these Indians Fur Farming, with the 
establishing of them in that business after they left school 
would, in my opinion, simply be a waste of money. The In- 
dian of the North moves around much more than the Indian 
of the South, they would not be tied down continually in 
one place consequently, would not give the attention 
necessery. I am strongly convinced that any efforts thet 
are made to get the Indian to take up Fur Farming should 
be made in our Southern districts where the Indian no 
longer traps and has more or less accustomed himself to 
staying at home. I am also convinced that the time is not 
yet ripe to do this in view of these circumstances, the 
fact that we are now at wer véd@h will, no doubt, greatly 
reduce the present price of fur, I do not believe thet 
we would be warranted in making the expenditure necessary 
to continue this Ranch at Lebret and if we cannot hope to 
make e success of it there with, I think, the ablest and 
most competent Principal in the Dominion of Canada, I fail 
to see how we could make a success of it elsewhere. I 
have talked this metter over with Father de Bretegne end, 

I think, he is of the same opinion as myself, that we should 
as soon as the furssprime, pelt the stock on hand and close 
the Ranch unless in the meantime we should be able to find

buyers for them which is very improbable es I do not think 
anyone will go into Mink, or increase their stock by pur- 
chasing while this war is on. 


I did not discuss with Father Bretagne the matter of 
allowing him the increase for the purpose of recuperating 
his personal expenditures but, I think it should be done as 
he has devoted a great deal of time and attention as well 
as being out considerable money in the project. 


Re your remarks that you ue besforced to the con- 
clusion that our resicential schools, with one or two 
exceptions, are not equipped to undertake with any hope of 
success projects other than the elementary instruction of 
Indian boys and girls in reading, writing and erithmetic. 

I am in full accord with you in the opinion. I am elso 
strongly of the opinion that the Day Schools will do much 
more in the solving of our Indien problem than the Res- 
identiel Schools, at the seme time I em satisfied that 

much more can be done gn our Residenteil Schools then 

is being done at present. For example at Lebret School 
yesterday I visited a building that they hed fitted up for 
the purpose of instruc}jing the girls in Domestic Science. 
This building is tees furnished with furniture such as 
any Indian could purchase. They have a cook stove, cup- 
boards, wash tubs, wash boards, irons for heating on the 
stove, etc. These girls are taught how to cook, bake, wash, 
iron and carry on the work just as they should in their own 
home. They have e nice Dining Room and I had the pleasure 
of having lunch there yesterday, prepared and served by 
these girls. If this work was carried on in our other schools 
ang the boys given the same instructions they are receiving 
t in Manual Training, Agriculture, etc., more of their 
time civen to this work end less to higher education, I 
think the girls and boys would leave the school much better 
prepared for life on the Reserve than under the progrem 

now being carried on by most of our other residential schools. 


If we could get a few more Principals like Father de 
Bretagne, I think, a great improvement could be made for the 
benefit of alle

In any event, 
I do not know that any zood purpose can be served at this 
date in reviewing the factors that have contributed to 
the non-success of the project. It is not at all likely 
that we shall make a similar experiment at any time in 

the immediate future. 


You are authorized to proceed with the 
disposal of these mink in such a manner that the loss 
will be kept down to the lowest possible figure. I concur 
in your recommendation that the increase that has taken 
place should be allowed the Principal for the expenditures 
he has already made in the operation of the ranch. 


I was interested in your reference to the 
Model Indian Home, operated by the «irls at Lebret. A 
number of Indian schools have adopted such homes and there 
4s no reason whatever why the principals of other schools 
in Saskatchewan should not follow the example of Lebret 
in establishing such a home for the training of cirls. 
In view of war conditions, of course, expenditures w'11 
have to be kept very low.

I have received the correspondence you wentioned 
therein and beg to submit to your kind consideration that 
the remarks you make to Dr Robertson are in the correct 
sense . A mink ranch should start in a small way and opera- 
ted under competent management and then could be measurably 
successful,if the fur business is noimal. 

Our ranch experienced the drawback of the fur bu- 
sinese at large . It was successful , our average being 35 
by female . Their yield would have been extremely good be- 
cause they were of a good strain . 

Now , their feeding cost was lower than the one 
experienced on the Morley U.C Residential School . Our total 
cost of feed amounts to $ 452.63 for an initial stock of 50 
mink raised to tue 126 figure in Spring- amounting to 357740 
daily rations - what puts our daily ration of food to 2,26¢ 
in other words $ 8.24 a year , a saving of 76 ¢ on the Morley 
feeding cost of $ 9.00 .-with the same kind of food 

I intend to submit to you soon a general report 
on the operation of our mink ranch as soon as we will get 
tne return on our pelts trusted to the Hudson Bay Co for sale 
You will judge by yourself at tne reading of the figures that 
we could not make any money in the bad year in which we star- 
ted . We have indeed to figure with the wages of the labour 
employed at t.e management of that ranch as Inspector Schmidt 
himself is mentioning in his report, as well as some other 
incispensable expenditures 

With the collapse of the fur market you will easily 
imagine that more profitable investment of money than to bu- 
ry one's scarce funds in a business that with proper manage- 
ment costs 2 doliars for each dollar invested and collected 
after the operation,could be made 

In spite of this apparent failure I take opportuni- 
ty of this letter to thank you for having trusted me to expe- 
rience this branch , feeling well that in reading my answer 
you will realize that no effort was spared by us for a suc- 
cess of the Minister's plan to improve our Indian self supper 
ting problem .

I wrote you sometime ago concerning the 
moneys received from the sale of the minks of the 
Lebret Indian School,and suggested at the time that 
these moneys be turned over to the school management 
to be used for much needed improvements. 


In acknowledging my letter you stated 
that you had not had the time to place this matter 
before the Treasury officials.

The standard which he has set in the manage- 
ment and operation of the Lebret School is one 
which the grant itself is hardly sufficient to keep 
up and any additional help from the Department would 
be very much appreciated.

MEMORANDUM: MR. HOEY, - 


In the fiscal year 1938-39 the Department 
gave financial assistance to the Qu’Appelle Indian 
Residential School, Lebret, Sask., toward the establish- 
ment of a mink farm at that school. Expenditures were 
made from appropriation approximating $1500.00, being for 
the purchase of fifty mink $1200.00 and various other 
material amounting to $300.00. 


You will recall that in 1939 the Auditor 
General, on reading the report of April 22, 1939, from 
our Mr.Willis, raised the question as to the number of 
mink then at the school. Mr. Willis had reported the 
number as 46, The Department wrote the Principal ask- 
ing for a report on the mtter and were advised that 
9 mink had died and that they had replaced these by 
obtaining 11 male mink from Mr. Arkins. 


From the correspondence on file it would 
appear that the experiment in mink raising has not been 
a financial success and that in August of 1939 it was 
deemed advisable to dispose of the mink on hand and to 
discontinue the experiment. According to the report on 
the file under date of February 12, 1940, from the 
Principal of the School, the proceeds from sales 
are shown as $982.51. In the audit report furnished 
by Mr.Willis under date of September 10, 1940, the 
proceeds of sales are shown as $1,111.98. It is quite 
possible that,between the time of the report by the 
Principal of the school and the time of the report by 
Mr.Willis,further sales of pelts had increased the 
amount of the proceeds. 


I would appreciate being advised if it is 
the intention of the Department to request the Principal 


of the Qu'Appelle Residential School to refund the 
amount of the proceeds to the credit of the Receiver

Dr. Robertson was asked to investigate the 
whole matter very fully, in departmental letter dated 
February 20, 1940, and to send in a definite report 
with his recommendation. Unfortunately, however, 

Dr. Robertson, by reason of his illness, was prevented 
from undertaking the investigation and no report or 
recommendation on the matter has reached the Department. 


The Chief Treasury Officer, in a memorandum 
dated October 25, 1940, points out that the Principal 
of the School reports the proceeds from the sale at 
$982.51, whereas the audit report furnished by Yr. Willis 
September 10, 1940, reports the proceeds at $1,111.98. 
It is just possible, of course, that between the time of 
the report by the Principal of the School and the audit 
made by Mr. Willis further sales of pelts hac increased 
the amount of the proceeds. 


The Department is anxious that you should 
undertake an investigation of this whole matter and re- 
ceive from the Principal of the School an up-to-date 
Statement indicating the amount of money received from 
the sale of the pelts. You will learn from the corres- 
pondence that substantial expenditures were incurred by 
the Principal in the establishment of the ranch. It 
would be appreciated if you would carefully review these 
expenditures and state definitely what in your judzment 
would be an equitable settlement. 


Under existine regulations it is just possible 
that the total amount obtained from the sale of the mink 
may have to be returned to the Department anc a checue 
issued later for the amount of compensation that may be 
agreed upon. 


In view of the delay that has taken place in 
the settlement of this matter, owing to the illness and 
death of Dr. Robertson and the illness during the summer 
months of the Superintendent of Welfare and Training, it 
would be appreciated if you could find it convenient to 
undertake this investigation at an early date.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
No. 114=0=11 of the 30th ultimo in connection with the mink rench 
that was in operation last year at the Ju'Appelle Indian Residential 
School at Lebret. 


In reply I wish to state that I have just returned 
from Lebret last nicht. The Chief Treasury Officer's remarks 2s noted 
on Page 2 of your letter, stating at the Auditor found the totel 
receipts had been $1,111.98, wheres the Principel's statement showed 
only $982.51, are noted. In this rezard I wish to say that while at 
the School the Reverend Principal and I went over the Cash Book and 
the only additional amount we w to find was a credit of $45.32 
over and above the $982.51 y reported, making a total credit 
of $1027.83. The extra $45.32 wa hange on American money. If you 
will refer to the Principal's statement you will note that he reported 
a credit of $982.51, also that there is a notation stating that 90 pelts 
sold by the Hudson Bay Company through Lampson, Fraser, and Huth Encorp., 
amounting to $497.56 were to be paid for at the end of February. Of course 
at the time he sent in the statement, he had not received the money as 
it was paid in Americen funds. When the deposit was made by the Principal 
the Bank gave him a credit over and above the #497.56, of $45 srican 
money. This statement accounts for 135 mink, which the Principal claims 
is correct, as one animal died about the time they were being disposed of. 
Therefor the total outlay by the School was $2056.03 and the total outlay 
by the Department, $1500.00. To liquidate the cost of this expenditure 
we have $1027.83, 


I would therefor e the following recom endation, 
that the school be allowed to retsin the whole amount of money rec sived, 
namely $1027.83 and the following is my reason for doing so; in the first 
place, accordine to information that I received, Father de Bretarne was 
not in fevour of going into the mink farming business but as evidently 
it wes the wish of the Department, he was most anxious to co-operete. 

As 6 lot of work 1s performed by the Principal and members of his Staff 
in connection with starting the Ranch, which we not cherged up to the 
Department, and if everything was charged up on the statement furnished

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by the Principal, it would amount to a lot more than $2,056.05, I believe 
they are entitled to some compensation. I also must be suided by the 
late Dr. Robertson's ection in the matter. Inac nversation with the 
Principal he promised to recommend that the total amount received from 
the sale of the minks would be handed over to the School. 


I find that on February sth, Father de Bretaane 
wrote to Dr. Robertson and his letter reads in part as follows: 

" . , . and now we ask to keep the all sum proceeding from 
that sale for our own use end in compensation of the sum 
spent by the School, because they will yield about $982.00 
only." 


Two days later, thet is February 26th, Dr. Robertson replied 4s follows, 
and here is the last paragraph of his letter: 


"Tl think that you are entitled to this consideration and 
so far as any other consideration goes, it has always 
been my opinion, which I have expressed to the Department, 
thet we heave received, under your jurisdiction, e dollar 
and a quarter to a doller and a half value for every dollar 
the Department has put up." 


On April 18th, File No. 315=11A RC Mr. Booth wrote to the Department 
in this connection, and juoting from his letter: 


"I understand the Reverend Father hed discussed this matter 
with Dr. Robertson and the Doctor hed definitely agreed 

that the money should be refunded to the school Authorities 
so as to reimburse them somewhat for their work in connection 
with the farm. 

T have tod sed the matter with thé Reve 

and I woul sommend thet the Doctor's wishe 

matter be carried out." 


Therefore, in my opinion, there 15 nothing else to do 


put carry out the arrangements that were more or less entered into by 

the late Dr. Robertson with the School. In other words, this venture 
leaves a net deficit to the School of approximately $1000.00 and several 
hundred dohlars worth of labour by the Principal and his Staff. Also 

the Department hes lost $1500.00. I trust that you will find this in order

Dear Father de Bretagne: 


The Department is in receipt a report 
on the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School, submitted 
by Mr. Christianson, General Superintendent of Indian 
Agencies. 


This report is on the whole very encour- 

ging. « Christianson was very favourably impressed 
by the condition and cleanliness of the buildings; the 
addition that had been made to the barn, the cost of 
which was provided from school funds; the course of 
study provided for the cirls and concludes by 
stating: "This is, no bt, a very fine institution 
with a good staff. The Principal is an outstanding 
man and practical in all his work." 


ir. Christianson was somewhat surprised, 
however, to learn that very little manual trainin= was 
proviced for the boys in attendance at this school. It 
is just possible that you have not yet hac time to 
adjust your program for the senior boys, immediately 
following the disposal of the mink. This project was 
organized, as you know, in response to a su*gestion made 
by the ‘inister and was designed to encourare the boys 
to take an interest in the feeding and care of fur- 
bearing animals. In addition to this project, you had 
at one time a well organized Band, in which the boy 
took a keen and active interest. Inasmuch as the 
graduates of your school are likely to take part 1 
agriculture and return to the reserves to envaze in 
this industry, emphasis in your educational program, 
of course, should be placed on animal husban‘ry, the 
cultivation of the soil, subsistence gardens, etc. It 
has occurred to me that if the pens formerly occupied 
by the mink are still vacant, it micht be worth while 
to experiment in the production and care of poultry. 
A number of the boys might be encourared in a project 
of this character. In addition to this, a certain 
amount of carpentry work should be taught. tI have 
nind particularly the use and care of ordinary tools, 
the principles of elementary building construction, etc.

I note from the reports that have reached 
me on our residential and day schools in British 
Columbia that approximately © hours of each day 
set apart for vocational instruction - carpentry work, 
boat building, blacksmithing, auto mechanics, etc.

I beg to acknowledge reception of same and 
to thank you for the kind and encouraging remarks you 
made to me 


No doubt I will try to carry on the instructions 
and advices you gave me, but I wish to call your kind at- 
tention upon the fact that there must have been an answer 
to the question that Mr Christianson made to me and that 
provoked a misunderstanding between us about the Manual 
training of the Boys 


We make a lots of work around where the Boys are 
mostly used,sometimes alone » Sometimes to accompany a 
member of the Staff ,often the Principal himself when econo- 
my has to be put in’ practice and a man is for that fact un- 
procurable . All the big Boys have their share in the dif- 
ferent kinds of work performed around the School, and God 
knows that we cannot take a rest if we wish to keep every- 
thing in orcer and occasionaly improve some building or re- 
pair some other . They paint , they help the carpenters in 
ali their work , they do all the chores of the farm and of 
the land , they do the work of the garden that is large , 
they haul coal, wood, straw , hay etc... But to say that 
they learn a special trade ( carpentry,blackemithing etc..) 
we Cannot say so . In the past I have done my best for it 
but now our Boys have to leave us at 16 years, and at 15 
an Indian Boy is not a white Boy, moreover we need them 
for the different works mentionned hereabove . If one day 
after the War, funds are available and that I could be 
granted 275 pupils I would have sufficient money to engage 
the teacher in some of these lines and have children devo- 
ting time to learn some of these trades more efficiently . 


Our stables are a place of show, not by the only 
beauty of the buildings ,that are neat, in good order and 
practical however , but by their outstanding appearance 
There the Boys learn animal husbandry far better than they 
would do unhappily in some of the stables of Indian Agencies 
Our animals are not abused by the children and it is obvious 
that their quietness is due to the @€00d behavior of the Boys 
around them . Our herd is giving to our children much milk 
what contributes so much for their good health . 


The boys work extensively to the garden , but I 
would wish more revenue here too from a larger pupilage in 
& way to find the money to pay better Wages to a@ better gar- 
dener who would be able to teach practical gardening to the 
girls, who are mostly called to take care of garden on the 
reserves once they quit the School . With the time I expect 
to be able one day to start something more practical for them 


I have done nothing with the pens of the mink yet, 
the war with the 
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e@« 


WF with the demrture of 5 members of our Staff to the Army, had 
brought some disturbance in our plans, because I intended to 
take care of chickens and tame rabbite in these pens .- I would 
resume these activities as soon as possible however within the 
range of our Means . 


Now in mentioning the Band of the School, I sm afraid 
that you would think that we have abandonned it . Far from it 
our Band,in spite of the losses sustained by the War in the 
Staff and the annual loss of our best players , specially this 
year where I had to get rid of more pupils than ever on account 
of the regulations of the Department , is going on, better than 
ever . 

Our name is good yet and we have been to different pa- 
rades last Summer for the Red Cross , in November even to Regi- 
na for the parade of the film on the Mounties of the N.W.where 
our Boys were very popular again . Their director , Rev. F.Lavio 
lette is very capable and devoted and we have teachers of music 
who cost me much money . We c,n appear to any place and our lit- 
tle Boys are the object of surprise for many Whites . We are 
requested to go to the Exhibition of Regina every year but we 
have to decline the invitation on account of the Holidays . 

We consider that this activity is one of our principal ones for 
the recreational point of view and for the education of will 
power as well as the developing of their taste and good manners. 


I am at your disposal to put in practice any suggestion 
you find proper to give me and be sure that in spite of the dif- 
ficulties of the War-time we do our best to keep to our School 
the same efficiency with reduced means than I had tried to give 
in the last few years of my principalship .

It will be recalled that the Qu'Appelle School 
was authorized to make improvements to the shop. I wish to 
state here that they have at present a splendid shop. It 
will,however, require interior decorating whic! they Yope 
to be able to do before the opening of the school next 
September. There are three Manual Training Instructors at 
this echool. The problem of integration is rather different 
when the Instructors have not been trained for this work, 
(one of the Instructors followed the course given by the 
Department last November). 


This school has agood start and 1 hope that by 
next visit the improvements will be more prominent. it must 
be kept in mind that the shop was repaired by the pupils 
themselves. Greater benefits would have been obtained from 
this work if the Mathem&tics,etc had been integrated to a 
greater extent. it was, however, as far as it went very good * 
training for the young people and I wish to state again that 
they have made a good job of their shop. I have encouraged 
a qualified teacher at this school to attend the general 
shop course to be given in Brandon or Winnipeg this summer. 


The Manual Training students deserve commendation 
for the work done on their shop.

His calves and young stock 
excellent condition and are being well fed and looked 
after. The Reverend Father is anxious to obtain a 
good herd of milk cows sufficient to supply milk and 
butter for the school, about 260 people, consequently 
more barn accommodation is necessary. The girls are 
given lessons in milking during the late spring and in 

. when the weather is good. I understand that 
on being discharged, are able to milk. 


The hors is in good repair and 
clean. The horses are in excellent condition an 
receiving the best of care. 


At present, they have about thirty growing 
pigs and during the recent months sixty fat hogs had 
been butchered.

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Extract from Annual Report of Rev, Paul Piche, O.M.I., 


Principal, qu'Appelle Indian Residential School, for 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1946. 


Notwithstanding the many difficulties, the School 
is bringing progress among the Indians, The progress is noticeable 
from one generation to another, In judging the Indians' problems, 
one must never forget that the work of civilization is a work of 
generations. Men are not remade overnight. The process of full 
adjustment of a people to a civilization finds itself handicapped 
by centuries of traditions, ways of living, habits which are deeply 
rooted in the very soul. We cannot expect the Indians to have 
achieved a transition from the bow and arrow to the atomic age in 
sixty years, 


We consider that it would be one of the Department's 
duties to establish a plan for the post-scholar aid to the school 
eraduates., When boys and girls are dismissed at 16 years of age, 
they are too young to have acquired during their school years 
either a trade or a training which can fit them to undertake the 
task of earning their own living. Nowadays it is left to the 
parents to continue the graduates’ training, Whereas many parents 
are not in an economical position to give this help, the graduates 
are left to themselves, destitute of any means towards this end. 
It vefalls the Indian Affairs Branch to provide these graduates 
with a follow-up system that could fit them to earn their living. 


The Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School wants to 
experience the following plan: We have rented a farm near the 
school, This farm has 360 acres under cultivation. Our aim is to 
have the graduates who want to continue their traiming at school 
work this land under our supervision. The net profit would create 
a fund to help not only the graduates who would be working on the 
land but all those who would stay at school for a higher training. 
The aid to be given to each graduate when leaving could be based 
on the length of time he has remained in school after 16 years of 
age, also on his character and good behavior and his sense of 
responsibility. 


eeeeceees These boys 
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These boys staying for post-scholer training 
would not be under the same regulations as the other pupils. I am 
satisfied with the following experience made with the three boys 
to whom the Department has granted, this year, & school extension: 
I provided them with a home near the school building. An old 
reliable Indian lady stays with them to take care of the house 
and to supervise them, They sleep there but teke their meals at 
the school. They have a radio, books, reviews, They are given 
more freedom in order to develop their sense of responsibility. 


The satisfaction that this system has brought 
this year inclines me to think thet such e plan could be 4 
solution to that difficult period of transition the graduate has 
to go through when leaving school:- that of a followed-up 
supervision at school to 4 total freedom at home. 


Out School will always try to co-operate with the 
Indian Affairs Branch to the welfere of the Indians especially 
of the Indian children.

In response to your request for 
additional information with respect to the purchase of a 
tractor at the Qu'Appelle Indian residential school, I am 
sending forward herewith file No. 114-0-14, 


The desirability of providing addi- 
tional training for graduates of this school has been under 
consideration for « number of years. The project now under 
consideration represents an attempt to provide practical 
instruction in agriculture for « group of boys who have 
reached the age of sixteen, but who have not the resources 
or necessary experience to undertake farming operations with- 
out careful supervision. This matter was referred to Inspector 
Ostrander on April 17th and you will notice his reply dated 
April 20, 1946. In view of all the circumstances, if « tractor 
can be secured at this time, I would recomend that the project 
be given « fair trial and that reports on ite success be sub- 
mitted by Inspector Ostrander from time to time. 


With respect to the carloed of cenent 
requisitioned for the Fort George R.C. school, I may state that 
this is © small church-owned building, with an authorized pupil- 
age of twenty and a per capita rate of $200.00. You will note 
that in the 1946-47 estimates there is an item of $400.00 for 
repairs and maintenance at this school. ‘The reports from our 
officials indicate that the basement and foundation of the build. 
ing should be re-built. The proposal is to purchase the cement 
from thie year’s appropriation, on the understanding that the

In response to your request for 
additional information with respect to the purchase of a 
tractor at the Qu'Appells Indian residential school, I am 
sending forward herewith file No. 114-0-14, 


The desirability of providing addi- 
tional training for graduates of this school has been under 
consideration for a number of years. The project now under 
consideration represents an attempt to provide practical 
instruction in agriculture for a group of boys who have 
reached the age of sixteen, but who have not the resources 
or necessary experience to undertake farming operations with- 
out careful supervision. This matter was referred to Inspector 
Ostrander on April 17th and you will notice his reply dated 
April 20, 1946. In view of all the circumstances, if a tractor 
can be secured at this time, I would recomuend that the project 
be given a fair trial and that reports on its success be sub- 
mitted by Inspector Ostrander from time to time. 


With respect to the carload of cement 
requisitioned for the Fort George R.C. school, I may state that 
this is a small church-owned building, with an authorized pupil- 
age of twenty and a per capita rate of $200.00. You will note 
that in the 1946-47 estimates there is an item of $400.00 for 
repairs and maintenance at this school, The reports from our 
officials indicate that the basement and foundation of the build- 
ing should be re-built. The proposal is to purchase the cement 
from this year's appropriation, on the understanding that the

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repairs will be undertaken by the church authorities. The 

item in the estimates will be insufficient to meet the total 
cost of the cement and a request will have to be made to 

Bishop Belleau to provide the additional amount required. 

Mr. Doucet has visited this school on a number of occasions 

and is anxious to have vocational courses provided for the 
Indian boys and girls, particularly the Indian boys, who will 
in all probability engage in hunting and trapping after gradua- 
tion. The records indicate that we have spent little on repair 
work at this school since its establishment by the Bishop, and 
I am disposed to think the repairs now requested should be under-

I discussed with the Minister your memorandum 
of the 17th instant in reference to the proposal of the Church 
authorities in charge of the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential 
School to operate a co-operative training farm for the benefit 
of ex-male pupils. He was interested in reading the extract 
from the annual report of Reverend Paul Piche, the Principal 
of the School, and agreed that there was undoubtedly a need 
for the additional training of selected male pupils from 
Residential Schools. 


As the proposal is a new departure from the 
kind of assistance usually granted to ex-pupils, the Minister 
felt that there should be a clear understanding of what might 
be involved. If the request for the purchase of a tractor is 
granted the Department will likely be asked in the future to 
make other contributions. Again, there is the probability 
of similar requests being received from other schools. As 
you know, it has not been the general practice up to this date 
to purchase farm equipment to enable the Church organizations 
to carry on their farming operations connected with the school. 
As the Department would heve little if any control over the 
proposed farming project, the Minister expressed the view that 
it might be preferable if our contribution were limited to a 
continuation of the per capita grant to the selected number 
of ex-pupils that might be chosen for the additional training. 
Your memorandum does not indicate whether the Department was 
expected to continue the grant in addition to assisting in 
purchasing machinery and equipment.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


I am in receipt of a letter from Reverend 
Father Paul Piché, 0.M.I., of the above school, in which he 
expresses his great disappointment at the refusal of the 
Department to purchase, for his older boys and former 
pupils, a tractor with which to help them start farming on 
their reserve. 


Father Piché has often mentioned his 
conviction that something must be done for these former 
pupils if we do not want to allow them to spend five or 
six years at least in useless seeking for jobs and in the 
persuance of habits which are far from being 4 sredit to 
the school which had charge of their early training. 

He now proposes to pay half of the 
purchase price of a tractor, out of missionary funds whic! 
he has been able to gather and suggests that the 
Department pay the other half. Furthermore, he would like, 
for the coming year, to be authorized by the Department to 
take in up to ten boys of sixteen or over that age, who are 
willing to continue their mechanical training in his 
school, on condition that the Department pay for their 
upkeep the ordinary per capita grant allowed for regular 
school pupils, and $15.00 extra, per pupil, per month. 

This amount of $15.00 will be placed to the credit of each 
boy at the end of each month, and remitted to him, in a 
lump sum, on his leaving the school at the end of two

Moreover, a small sum will be credited 
each month, so as to give each boy $500.00 when leaving 
the school, at the end of this two year training period. 
He will try to supervise the spending of this money, in 
the building of homes for each of these boys or in the 
purchase of machinery, horses or any other farm 
implements which he will judge usefull for their start 
in life. He further states that he would have no 
objection to be guided in this work by the recommendations 
of the Agent or Superintendent of Indian Agencies in 
Regina. 


In other words, his sole purpose for 
proposing to the Department this method of training for 
these boys, is to try some scheme whereby the work so 
ably conducted at the school will not be completely lost 
and the boys be given a chance to utilize their training 
immediately upon reentering the reserve. 


Please let me know what your reaction 
to this offer can be, at your earliest convenience, so 
that I may be able to so advise the Reverend Father.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be f rwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to s¢ nd a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be he id, to enable them to attend it 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible loc al resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases The Department is prepared to pay 4 reasone able fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent's office 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 24th ultimo with enclosure from Rev. H, MacKay in 
reference to the management of the Round Lake Boarding School, 

In reply I beg to say that Mr. McKay does not appear 
to heve appreciated the nature of the criticism made, ‘The 
Indians complained that the boys at this school are over=- 
worked. Following this complaint came a report from the De- 
partmental Inspector, wnich not only corpetorated the con- 
plaint of the Indians, but showed that the cattle were in 
such condition that they were a disgrace to the institution, 
which is supposed so far as the Indians are concerned to be 
a model to then, 

The fact that boys are paid for work in excess of 
two hours each day in accordance with a contract is no re= 
futation of the statements made by the Indians and the 
Inspector. 

Mr, McKay refers to the health of the pupils, In 
this connection I may say that the Inspector reported that 

i@y were well-fed and well-clad and spoke in very connenda= 
tory terms of the class-room work, 

The state of the building and equipment and the 
general management was, however, far from satisfactory. There 
have no doubt been many good featuresin Mr, McKay's methods of

As you are aware, the 
Home Mission Board has taken this matter over, and, with the 
authority of the Board, I have visited a number of these centres 
where we are carrying on work, and I frankly admit that, both 
as to th ant and as he staff, the work is 
scale ug) 9 be, and to me is not at all satisfactory. 
You will understand that I have to meet with the different 
ittees that have the oversight of this work, and that the plan 
that I am evolving for the future conduct of the work is yet 
to be submitted to them and approved before it can be put into 
effect. If your Department will be kind enough to exercise 
patience until we can get this work on a different scale, I would 
appreciate it very much, as it is our intention greatly in- 


crease the efficiency of this work in the very 
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£ Pent. of I.A. 


®.., say that I vidted the Birtle School, and I do not think that 


the improvements that we are making there on these buildngs 
are satisfactory: in fact I think we are wasting money there. 

At the Cecil Jeffrey School, where we had an esti- 
mated expenditure of some $5,000, it is going to cost us over 
$30,000 before the work is completed, and, although it will 
greatly improve our plant, yet I do not think that it was a 
wise thing to svend that much money on the enlargement and 
improvement of an old building. 

There are other matters that we are discussing as 
to methods, looking both to the consolidation of certain 
departments of the work among the Indians, and to the securing 
of greater efficiency by these methods, and I hope that you 
will be patient with us until we get mattew lined up. We ant- 
icivate certain changes at Birtle, but, while the process of 
re-constructing the building was under way and we had no contracts 
and the responsibility rested largely with the Principal, we 
could not make the changes for the present that we wanted to make.

As you are aware it is my wish 
to heave a new building erected at Round Lake ot the 
earlicst possible date, but until the Department can 
odtain funds it is net possible to proceed with the 
work. I quite agree with you that it would be a 
waste of money to make any extensive repairs to the 
old building, but eat the same time the condition of 
the building at present is no valid exouse for the 
apparent neglectful management of the inetitution.

We have several other inetitutions 
in the weet where the buildings are not up to the stand- 
ard, but in none of these have the staffs, se they ap- 
pear to have done in this case, abandoned their offorte 
to manage the schools with some degree of efficiency. 

I trust thet you will communicate with Dr. 
MoKay and impress upon him the advisability, in the 


interests of the work among these Indians, of giving

From the reports 
of R.N.W.M.P. sergeant, the evidence of Miss Doidge, and the 
pupils, and the reply of Dr. McKay, we feel that while the ex- 
pupils have created a very serious situation there is no reflection 
on Dr. McKay. The fact that building operations were going on 
@uring the summer made it exceedingly difficult to have the 
customary precautions as to security of windows, doors, etc. 
Your committee would call attention to this statement in Dr. 
McKay's letter -"During the 33 years we have been in charge of 
the School there has not been a single case of a girl going astray 
and leaving the School in disgrace". 


Your Committee have made enquiries and find that 


preventive measures have been taken, and that the dormitories 
are properly secured against entrance.

To remedy theeve conditions, 1 believe it may be 
necessary to maxe @ complete change in the heating plant. 


The building hae been £0 cold that school could not be held 


on certain daye thie winter. 


Amore satiefactory heating arrangement would 
permit of the utilizing of the upper roome for dormitory 
accommodation. In paseing - l underetand that more mat- 


treesee are needed for the boys' sleeping quartere. I will 


make enquiries concerning mattreeses in the Department's 
etoree in Regina. 


If a half-day routine ie not in use at the Round 
Lake Boarding School during the winter monthe, it vill be 
neceesary to either initiate it or fit up another clace- 
room and employ @ second teacher.

Greer, at present in charge, 
and I feel that the Department's efforte might be abortive 
if we directed our communication direct to him. I hope 
that, during your annuel meeting next month, a strong

Boarding School will be nominated. 


With a view to making any necessary changes in 
the heating plant, thie Department, with your approval, 
proposes to send an expert from Regine to inepect and make 
suggestions. We hope to be in a position to arrange for 
the proper heating of the school, without cost to the 
church authorities. 


I wish to assure you of my personal interest in 
the Round Leake Boarding School at thie time, and anything 
that the Department can do to better conditions will be 
freely offered.

In connection with this school I beg to draw 


the Department's attention again to the classroom. They 


have 62 children and at present they take in half in the 
forenoon and half in the afternoon. This, to my mind, is 
not in the best interests of the children as they spend 
too much time in idleness. The present classroom is 24 
by 30 ft. by 10¢ ft. high. Thies will only accommodate 
30 children, allowing 250 cubic feet per child. 

I would strongly urge that the upstair flat 
be put into shape as soon as possible, and another 
teacher secured.

I imtimated in a former 
letter that I had a little hesitation about making val- 
uations about the buildings by myself so I carefully went 
over Sizes, type of construction, etc. and discussed the 
matter fully with a compehent builder. 


The dwelling house is on the part hela 
o® the North East Quarter of section 14, 18, Sw.

as is aleo the stable and any other out buildings. The 
dwelling house I understand is ten years 014 but has been 
kept in good shape. It is well painted. I understand the 
walls are back plastered. Everything is well finséhed off 
though not at all ornate, There is a basement under all the 
main part of the house with cement floor and cement and stone 
cistern and there is a furnace in the basement. The main 
part of the house is 24 X 30 feet, though a jog of 6 X 10 feet 
is taken out of that as a veranda and there is a lean-to kit- 
chen, one story high 6 X 24 feet.

I duly recd. yours of the 8th inst., end 
sent at once a copy of it to the Revd. Dr. McKay. I 
have recd. a reply from the Doctor, in which he says 
they have decided to leave Round Lake and will accept 
the Government offer. He means by that, as I under- 
stand it, that the sum named $15,000.00 will be paid 
to him at once without deduction, and that any ex- 
pense in connection with the transfer will be borne 
by the Dept. including this year’s taxes which I une 
derstand are payable in Decr. I make no comments on 
the Reverend Doctor's acceptence, more than to say I 
did not think he would have agreed, but the old gentle- 
man is feeling pretty wooly, disheartened by the 
evident lack of appreciation of his efforts of a life- 
time among these Indians, both by the Dept. and the 
Church, not only their lack of appreciation, but of 
decided objection to him, and their evident desire to 
get rid of him and Mrs. McKay. They leave there- 
fore, or will leave, with a decidedly bad taste in 
their mouths as being meanly and ungenerously dealt 
with, I think this is too bad, when it might have 
been avoided by a little extra generosity from the 
Dept. and Chureh, if you chose to call] it such, but 
which in my view would have been less than their legal 
rights. They would have gone away satisfied and in 
a friendly spirit which will now be lack iowso= 
ever I need not dwell on that phase 
The other thing I have to add is this
